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Local Task Forces to Study 
Elementary School Closings

At its December 6 meeting, the Prince Georges County Board 
of Education decided upon procedures to follow in determining 
which, if any, underutilized elementary schools should be con¬ 
sidered for permanent closing* 
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BASED ON MARITAL STATUS 


Thereupon, the woman offered to 
purchase the unit in her own name, 
but was advised that the GHI by¬ 
laws and regulations also prohibit 
occupancy by persons unrelated 
by blood or marriage. The GHI 
sales office also advised that final 
decisions rested with the GHI 
board of directors who can make 
exceptions to the rules. There¬ 
upon, an application for joint mem¬ 
bership was taken by the sales 
office with a deposit and forward¬ 
ed to the GHI board for decision. 

At its September 26, 1974 meet¬ 
ing, the GHI board denied the ap¬ 
plication. The next day the appli¬ 
cants were informed that their ap¬ 
plication had been denied because 
they wore unrelated. A few days 
later their deposit was returned. 

On October 10, 1974 the couple 
filed a complaint with the Prince 
Georges County Human Relations 
Commission, charging that they 
had heeq d ^c jjimi- n^t e d f agai nst 
because of their marital status 
<l.e. they were not married). GHI 
denied that* they had engaged in 
any wrongful practice. 

Dec. 6, 1976 Hearing 

This was the setting as the 5- 
member panel of the Human Rela¬ 
tions Commission convened last 
Monday, December 6, at Upper 
Marlboro, to hear the case. The 
facts, as presented above, were de¬ 
veloped with no disagreement be¬ 
tween the contending attorneys, 
Richard Alper of the County Of¬ 
fice of Law representing the comr 
plainants and Albert Ginsberg rep¬ 
resenting GHI. 

However, it took three hours to 
develop the facts, partly because 
of the panel’s difficulty in under¬ 
standing the nature of GHI and 
how the housing co-operative op¬ 
erates. For example, questions 
arose as to whether a person en¬ 
tering GHI was purchasing a piece 
of property or a piece of paper, 
what was the extent of the author 
ity of the GHI sales office to reject 
applications for membership, how 
was the co-operative organized, 
and what were its internal policies 
with respect to the handling of 
denosit checks. 

At the evening’s end, the only 
witnesses heard were the com¬ 
plainant’s. A second public hearing 
was thus tentatively scheduled for 
Tuesday, Dec. 14 at 7:30 p.m. in 
Upper Marlboro to hear GUI’s wit¬ 
nesses. 

The woman complainant testi¬ 
fied that she and her partner had 
lived together for approximately 
two years prior to applying to 
GHI for membership and that she 
considered themselves a family 
unit. She said that subsequent to 
the denial bv GHI they got mar¬ 
ried cn December 31, 1971 and in 
January 1975 purchased a home 
in Takoma Park. She said that they 
had not informed GHI of their 
intent to marry. 

Legal Question* 

The housing panel has yet to 
tackle the legal problem of what 
constitutes discrimination with re¬ 
spect to marital status. CBI-1972, 
which established the Human Re¬ 
lations Commission and its pow¬ 
ers. dimply says that “all persons 
should exercise and eniov all civil, 
economic, political, and housing 
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rights without interference and 
without discrimination because of 
race, creed, color, sex, national or¬ 
igin, age, occupation, marital sta¬ 
tus, public opinion or personal ap¬ 
pearance.” 

The housing panel has therefore 
asked its counsel for an opinion 
as to the legal meaning of marital 
status as used in the law. The 
panel’s members were also con¬ 
cerned about the definition of 
“family.” (County councilman 
Francis White had earlier also 
sought such an opinion, coupled 
with a request to the panel that 
the hearing be stayed until the 
opinion was received. The panel 
decided, however, to go ahead with 
the hearing.) 

The panel’s chairman, Joseph M. 
Parker, said that the panel’s func¬ 
tion is to prepare findings and 
submit recommendations to the 
parent body, the 13-member Hu¬ 
man Relations Commission. 

The Commission can issue a 
cease and desist order requiring 
the respondent to stop engaging in 
the alleged discriminatory action 
or prohibited practices and can 
take affirmative action to equitably 
and fairly remedy the situation. 
Any action of the Commission can 
be appealed to the Circuit Court.

On School Closings 

Parents, educators and citizens 
interested in the public schools are 
invited to attend a meeting of the 
Prince George’s school system's 
Northern Area Advisory Council 
(NAAC) on Monday, December 13 
at 7:30 p.m. in the conference room 
of the Northern Area Administra¬ 
tive Center, Greenbelt Road at 49th 
Avenue between U.S. Rt. 1 and Ken¬ 
ilworth Avenue. The agenda in¬ 
cludes a briefing on the status of 
school closing studies from Wil¬ 
liam Chappel of the system’s plan¬ 
ning staff. 

Chappel will outline the impli¬ 
cations of the school closing issue, 
the reasons for targeting specific 
geographic areas of the county 
and the procedures to be followed 
before any final decisions on indi¬ 
vidual schools are made. 

NAAC chairperson Angela Dow¬ 
ling encouraged all parents to at¬ 
tend. She said “Understanding the 
procedures for closing school is 
important whether or not you 
expect your child’s school to be 
considered for closing. Neigh¬ 
boring schools may be affected by 
any given closing.” 

The Northern Area Advisory 
Council < schools attended by 
Greenbelt students) was formed 
three years ago at the direction of 
the Superintendent of Schools. 
There are also advisory groups in 
the county’s southern and central 
school districts. Membership is 
open to both professionals, par¬ 
ents and anyone interested in pub¬ 
lic education. NAAC officers in¬ 
clude chairwoman Dowling, Lau¬ 
rel, vice-chairwoman Doris Eugene, 
Beltsville, recording secretary Kay 
Chappell. College Park, correspon¬ 
ding secretary Marion Cain, West 
Hyattsville.

Community Task Forces will be 
set up in eight areas of the coun¬ 
ty to study the problem. The eight 
areas that have been designated 
by Superintendent of Schools Ed¬ 
ward J. Feeney all contain ele¬ 
mentary schools whose enroll¬ 
ments are significantly below their 
capacities, serving neighborhoods 
where little or no growth or devel¬ 
opment is expected. Forty-eight 
schools would be involved in the 
studies, with none of them pre¬ 
selected as a candidate for clos¬ 
ing. 

Greenbelt Schools 

All five elementary schools that 
now have Greenbelt students at¬ 
tending are among the 48, (see 
accompanying chart). This does 
not mean that all 5 schools are 
under capacity but simply that they 
are being studied along with other 
schools in the area that are under¬ 
capacity. For example, Oakcrest 
is overcapacity but it is listed along 
with John Carroll which is under¬ 
capacity in study area #8 which 
contains a total of 8 schools. 

Springhill Lake is overcapacity 
but is listed with five other under- 
capacity schools in study area 
#4A - Berwyn Heights, College 
Park, Holly Park, Hollywood, and 
Paint Branch. 

The two remaining Greenbelt 
schools. Center and North End, 
are both undercapacity and listed 
with four other undercapacity 
schools in study area #2B - Ca¬ 
therine T. Reed, Gaywood, Lanham 
and Magnolia. 

Task Force Makeup 

The Task Force in each area 
will consist of representatives from 
each school made up of the prin¬ 
cipal, a faculty member, PTA offi¬ 
cer and two parents probably 
one from the school’s attendance 
area and one who will represent 
those students who are bused. Ad¬ 
ditionally, Board of Education staff 
will assist the groups. Principals 
will be distributing pertinent infor¬ 
mation to'parents within a week. 

Feeney is expeced to recommend 
appointments to the Task Force at 
the board's meeting on Thursday, 
December 16. 

It is hoped that the Community 
Task recommendations will go to 
the Superintendent by March 15, 
1977. Public hearings will follow in 
mid-April with the board making 
a final'decision bv April 28. 

Task force members will have 
their work cut out for them. They 
will bo provided the following in¬ 
formation for each school in their 
area: (1) student enrollment and 
school capacity; (2) transportation 
distance to school and the number 
of students transported; (3) the 
schools’ physical facilities .in term- 
of age, instructional needs and no-

tential for renovation; (4) potentiaJ 
for growth in the area served by 
each school; and (5) operating cost 
savings that would result from each 
school being closed. They will also 
keep groups apprised of a study 
that the Office of Pupil Accounting 
is making with respect to the possi¬ 
bility of reassigning students closer 
to their homes. 

After reviewing the material and 
any additional data it might re¬ 
quest from the staff, the Task 
Force will (1) conduct its own sur¬ 
vey to verify such information as 
projections of future population or 
development, (2) publicize the re¬ 
sults of its review of that infor¬ 
mation within the affected com¬ 
munities, (3) sample community 
reaction and (4) obtain suggestions 
for other uses of the school build 
ings involved. 

Finally, the group will debate and 
write its report. The superinten¬ 
dent, if he disagrees with the Task 
Force, may submit his own recom 
mendation to the board along with 
that panel’s report. If either the 
Task Force or the superintendent 
proposes that one or more school? 
he closed, a public hearing is to 
be held before the board votes on 
the matter. 

Background 

The school system has been 
forced to confront the issue of 
closing of some schools because of 
declining enrollment and the re¬ 
sulting empty classroom seats. En¬ 
rollment in the Prince Georges 
schools skyrocketed as a result of 
the county's boom period of the 
60’s, with the student population 
peaking at nearly 163,000 in the 
fall of 1971, The September 30 
-keadcount this year showed 144,532 
students, with further declines 
projected for the rest of the decade. 

There are now 73,000 elementary 
school children attending 162 county 
schools which have 16,600 empty 
seats. With no closings at all, the 
staff presently projects more than 
20,000 empty elementary seats next 
year. The areas to be studied rep¬ 
resent about 55% of the elementary 
school population. 

Consequences 

According to the staff, sopne of 
the existing elementary schools 
have fewer than two- thirds of the 
students they were designed to 
serve. But for each, the entin 
building still must be heated and 
maintained, which means the school 
system must spend more money 
than actually is needed to educate 
those children. There’s also' an 
educational factor: In schools with 
small enrollments, it often is diffi¬ 
cult and expensive to provide the 
specialized resources and person¬ 
nel necessary to assure a quality 
education, while other mandatory 
staffing may be more than really is 
needed to serve that number of stu 
dents. “Obviously,” said Superin¬ 
tendent Feeney in discussing the is ¬ 
sue, “if we’re concerned about wise 
and efficient use of the taxpayers 
dollars, we must attempt to elim¬ 
inate some of those unneeded class¬ 
room seats.” 

Greenbelt’s representative on th* 
Board, Lesley Kreimcr, said tha* 
while studies need to be made with 
respect to the underenrollment pic ¬ 
ture, “I do not feel it is educationally 
advantageous to operate schools at 
full capacity. It helps to have 
some open or unused space for re¬ 
groupings and special programs.”

Ccucty Fuel Hears Charges 
Of GHI “Wroigfc! Practice”

The facts were these. In September 1974 an unrelated 
couple (man and woman) sought membership in Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. in order to purchase a GHI home (perpetual lease). Upon 
completing an application for membership and a contract to pur¬ 
chase as joint owners, they were advised by the GHI sales office 
that the GHI by-laws limit membership to the immediate family, 
defined to mean related by blood or marriage 
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County Human Relations 
Hears GHI Case 

To the Editor: 

The Prince Georges County Hu¬ 
man Relations Commission has re- 
ceived several complaints of alleged 
violation by Greenbelt Homes Inc. 
of CB -1-1972 which prohibits dis¬ 
crimination against a person be¬ 
cause of race, color, sex, national 
origin, occupation, marital status, 
political opinion, and personal ap¬ 
pearance. These complaints resul¬ 
ted fi»om the following: 

1) The GHI board denied a re¬ 
quest by a member to permit per 
sons that were not family members 
to share a GHI home. 

2) The GHI board denied a re¬ 
quest for membership by two peo¬ 
ple who do not belong to the same 
family, desiring to jointly buy and 
occupy a GHI home. 

3) A member of the GHI sales 
staff allegedly informed a prospec¬ 
tive renter that it was against the 
GHI policy to rent a unit to be 
shared by non-family members. 
Each of these actions is consistent 
with the long-standing policy of 
the corporation and set forth in our 
contract (p, 7a), by-laws and poli¬ 
cies established by the board. 

According to the Human Rela¬ 
tion Commission interpretation of 
the county ordinance, as set forth 
in a letter from Executive Direc¬ 
tor William Welch Sr. to Mayor 
Weidenfeld in another case, occu¬ 
pancy standards must be based on 
the number of occupants, as speci¬ 
fied in the county housing code 
with no regard to family relation¬ 
ship. 

Until now the GHI board has 
respected individual’s right to pri¬ 
vacy and has handled all negotia¬ 
tions through our attornev. How¬ 
ever, as noted in the November 
18, 1976 edition of the News Review , 
the Human Relations Commission 
called a formal, public hearing on 
one case. The hearing b^gan on 
December 6 1976 *nd is to h*^ con 
tinned on December 14, 1976. 

I believe the board's actions are 
consistent with the contract, by¬ 
laws. long established policy and 
the will of the majority of GHI 
membership.
